A Mockery 
Of the Merit System 


In breaking its own rules to allow Rep. 
B. B. Mangum of Columbia County to hold 
a State job, the State Merit Board has 
opened the way for renewal of the abuses 
which the Merit System was designed 
to end. 

The exception ought to be embarrassing 
to the Governor. It was Herman Tal- 
madge, campaigning for his first election, 
who called attention to the fact that some 
25 members of the General Assembly also 
were holding State jobs. As a result of the 
pressure generated by his revelations, then 
Acting Governor Thompson was forced to 
order legislatd#s on the State pay roll to 
make a choice of employment. 

Governor Talmadge bas extended the 
Merit System to cover a vast majority of 
State employes Under its rules no office- 
holder or offite-secker can held a State 
job. That, we think, is right and proper. 

Now the Merit Board, made up of Tal- 


madge appointees, has voted two-to-one to © 


waive the rules and allow Rep. Mangum, 
a Talmadge supporter, to take his old job 
back as an engineer for the Highway De- 
partment. We do not question Mr. Man- 
gum’'s qualifications. He served as a high- 
‘way engineer for 20 years until the High- 
way Department recently came under the 
Merit System. Neither do we question the 
critical need of the Highway Department 
for engineers. Lack of them has retarded 
badly needed road improvements. 

But the case of Rep. Mangum has estab- 
lished a precedent which well may bring 
about a retugh to the days when no de- 
partment of the State Government dared 
ask the General Assembly for funds un- 
less it had two or three legislators on its 
pay roll. 

We are glad the new member of the 
Merit Board,'Cook Barwick, voted against 
making an exception in Mr. Mangum’s 
case, though we disagree with Mr. Bar- 
wick’s proposa! that the rules ought to be 
changed to permit employment of any 
legislator whose services were “indis- 
pensable.” 

We are convinced the need for Mr. 
Mangum’s services genuinely would place 
him in that category in so far as the High- 
way Department is concerned, but we are 
far from convinced that Mr. Mangum is 
the only resident of Columbia County 
qualified to represent his people in the 
Legislature.

Britain has edged closer to the 
American view and now agrees “in prin- 
ciple.” But France insists German rearma- 
ment must wait until other North Atlantic 
countries have rearmed. That might be 
too late.

The Klan Has 
No Place in Church 


The Rev. H. A. McNeil, pastor of the 


Methodist Church at Lithonia, has raised 


himself high in the esteem of law-abiding, 
God-fearing Georgians. 

He declined the use of his church for 
a Ku Klux Klan ceremonial in connection 


with the funeral of R. J. Powers, said to 
have been the second in command of the 
Klan under the late Dr. Samuel Green. 


The Rev. McNeil told Klansmen he 
would welcome them cordially to his 
church in civilian clothes. 


“But,” he added, “I do not believe it in 
keeping with the principles of the Meth- 
odist Church for Klansmen to conduct a 
ceremony there in full regalia.” 


Well said, indeed. The Klan is a god- 
less organization that has no place per- 
forming in a Christian church. 


And if the Rev. McNeil has earned the 
wrath of the napidly dwindling Klan in 
Georgia, he has the increased respect of 
others for himself and his church.

Tydings’ Win 
Stymies Russell 


WASHINGTON—lIn the. light of the striking 
renomination victory won by Senator Millard 
Tydings in the Maryland Democratic Primary 
of this week, there appears to be little immediate prospect of 
Senator Richard B. Russell succeeding to the chairmanship of the 
estoy Senate Armed Services Committee, for which he is next 
in iine. > 
The Maryland Senator is the present chairman of the com- 
mittee. Had he been defeated for renomination or if he fails of re- 
election in the November general elections, Senator Russell would 
move up to the top of the Democratic list. But, although faced with 
stiff opposition, Senator Tydings won by a decisive majority. Polling 
more votes than all of his opponents in both the Republican and 
Democratic primaries combined. This is taken to mean that he will 
win easily enough in November, 

' Hence the Junior Georgia Senator will probably continue in 
his present role of Vice Chairman of Armed Services, along with 
his position as one of the top ranking members of the Senate Ap- 
propriations body. Because of the work that goes with the chair- 
manship, Senator Russell insists that he would much prefer re- 
maining where he is. 


Davis Wants No Recess Representative James E. Davis, 
of the Atlanta District, has 


taken a vigorous stand against plans for a prolonged recess of 
Congress, beginning next week. 

“At a critical time like the present,” he said, “Congress should 
remain on the job continuously. The Korean war is just reaching 
its crucial stage. There may be important developments in the 
offing that will require our immediate attention. I am vigorously 
opposed to adjournment and I am against any recess for a period 
of more than three days at a time. There is plenty of work Con- 
gress could do by remaining in session. If nothing else, we could 
be working on the excess profits tax which has been put down on 
the program for future action.”

A “ham” picked it up in Monte 
real, relayed it to our Dorval Airport eight miles 
from Montreal. They sent a radio call to Goose 
Bay, where they quickly hopped over the 40 
miles to the patient and brought her to the hos- 
pital. 

I have children from Canada to Florida—26 
great-grandchildren, 10 grandchildren and five 
children, four still living.

The Cherokees made their trek from North Georgia to the 
West. from 1236-1840. Up until that time, the Georgia farmer 
in that area had steadied his plow with one hand and held a gun 
in the other, with constant glances toward the 
nearby woods, fearful of an Indian attack. 

After the land had been “acquired” from the 
Indians, the farming era began in earnest in 
the state, say about 1840. and continued for 
20 years, until it was cut short by the War be- 
tween the States. 

Two railroads in the State, the Georgia and 
the Central, were chartered in 1833 when build- 
ing operations began, and extender into the 
1940's. The Central completed its track from 
Savannah to Macon—191 miles—in 1843, while 
the Georgia road was pushing westward from 
me, Augusta, reaching Atlanta in 1846.

This valuable property is said to be the orily railroad ever 
built by a State and owned continuously thereafter by the com- 
monweaith, as is the “W. & A.” by Georgia 

So, beginning about 1840 and continuing until 1861. 
farming and railroading progressed in Georgia. More and more 
land was opened up by farmers moving from the old area to 
the “new land,” much of which was obtained by “homestead- 
ing’’—agreeing to live on the land. 

In 1839 Georgia grew 500,000 bales of cotton, 
bales fewer than the estimated crop for 1950. 

The farmers spread over the state, grew the crops. new rail- 
roads that touched practically everv vital section, hauled the 
crops to the markets. This condition prevailed when the war 
broke out in 1861. 

Then everything was changed. This catastrophe was one of 
the worst that ever beset a people in any country. A _ people 
Gescribed as the “highest civilization ever reached in any coun- 
try” was reduced to near poverty: the land was neglected, wom- 
en, children and old men, cultivating patches on which they 
eked out a living, with something additional to feed the Con- 
federate soldier. 

Homes, schools and church buildings were neglected and 
became dilapidated; even the religious life of the people was 
frustrated; teachers were few and untrained, with families 
disrupted by death of soldiers and by wounded returning 
home a cripple for life. ! 
One of the most tragic realities of the war was the gap of 

more than five years in education in the South, followed by the 
returning soldier having to go to work instead of to school after 
the war ended. 

There is no greater 
field in the South than a factual history of the effect the war 
had on education and religion during and after the war.

The soldier took to the field, but many railroads had been 
destroyed and had to be rebuilt. Capital was scarce and the 
process of repuiring the damage and building new lines was slow. 

Badly handicapped until the 1870's, the resurgence of the South 
then began. Cotton became king and ruled an empire. British mills 
had largely been cut off from Southern staple because of block- 
ades; Eastern mills in the United States were hungry for lint 
also. and the race was on to grow cotton. The Georgia and 
Southern farmer responded with a vim, growing enough cotton 
for both home and foreign use. 

Railroads were built crisecrossing the State, one line haul- 
ing cotton to Augusta to be transported down the river to 
Savannah; lines were built to Savannah which hauled cot- 
ton from inland points to that city, more than two million 
bales being exported from there in one season. 

During that era, South Georgia pine timber found a market 
at home and abroad. The almost solid South Georgia pine for- 
ests gave way to the saw and planing mill. Billions of feet 
of timber was felled, the railroads transporting the lumber to 
Georgia ports for export, or maybe to Atlanta and other cities 
for home building.

Georgia farm crops also grew. In 1914 the cotton crop to- 
taled 2.718.000 bales—hauled to market by the railroads: in 1889 
Georgia peaches were shipped first in carload lots, this fruit 
still being famous over the nation: the succulent watermelon, 
grown on the cleared pine lands of South Georgia, began moving 
in carload lots i:. the 1880's, the first car moving from Brooks 
County. we believe. 

North Georgia trains moved (and still do) the marble 
from Pickens County, and the granite from Elbert and the 
Stene Mountain area. : 

The story of the railroad is also a story of the Georgia farmer. 
They grew together and hand in hand, each dependent upon the 
other. The farmer's produce would have rotted in the field if the 
trains had not hauled it to market. The rails would have rusted 
if the farmer had no furnished the trains with much of their load. 

Incidentally, there are approximately 6,000 miles of railroad 
track in the State and 225,000 farms, more people being engaged 
in farming than in any other trade or industry in the State.
